A Republican journal, the New York 
Commercial “Advertiser,” in referring to 
the questions raised by the pending case in 
Ohio, andin deprecating the language em- 
ployed by a portion of the Northern press, 
justly remarks as follows: 

‘Weare glad to see that the supremacy 
of alaw thatis unpopular can be maintained 
in any part of the Union, for we hold and 
have always held that so long as the law is 
upon the statute-book it is to be obeyed, ex- 
cept in cases of genuine scruples of con- 
science, where a man to save himself from 
doing violence to his deep convictions, re- 
ligious or moral, prefers to bear the penalty 
of non-compliance. And we think that in 
this case there was no alteruative but to en- 
force the law, or practically admit that there 
was no executive power in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The violation of the law was 
clear, bold, and deliberate, even on the show- 
ing of the prisonersthemselves. ‘There may 
have been, and probably has been, much 
party spirit and some vindictiveness mani- 
fested by the prosecution, but the offence 
was committed—is not denied, is justified, 
and in spirit is persisted in. 

‘‘Nor in the course spon the Federal 
Government is there any IMfringement of 
legitimate State rights, as some of the more 
violent of the Western journals have main- 
‘tained. If it is one of the reserved rights 
lof a State to repudiate the authority of a 
law which she, through her Representatives, 
‘inthe House and in the Seuate, and by her 
popular vote in the election of a Caief Mag- 
‘istrate, has had a constitutional share in 
framing, where shall we stand? Of what 
use, because of what authority, is any law 
which Congress has ever enacted? The as- 
‘sumption that a State has such a reserved 
|right, is so glaringly absurd, that one won- 
ders to see it gravely asserted and put in 
print. Weare glad to see, however, that 
‘some of the journals nearer the scene of the 
excitement, while strongly and intensely 
sympathizing with these prisoners, and 
showing their abhorrence for the fugitive 
slave law, hold and teach a very different 
doctrine. 

“The course of all good citizens is indeed 
plain. The Supreme Court of Ohio, though 
the full statement of their reasons has not 
yet reached us, have doubtless decided 
against the application according to legal 
principles and usage. It is not reasonable 
to suppose that they have lacked a just ap- 
preciation of State rights or been misled by 
sympathies counter to those so universally 
prevalent through the State. And the peo- 
ple of Ohio must learn to profit by the ex- 
ample of their own judiciary and obey the 
law, as law, whatever their personal senti- 


ments or sympathies.”

WAR NEWS. 
Sardinian Bulletin. 


Turin May 31. 
A feesh viecory has been gained by our 
troops. At 7 o’clock this morning a force 
of 25,000 Austrians endeavored to take Pal- 
estro. ‘The King of Sardinia commanded 
the 4th Division in person. Gen. Cealkina, 
at the 3d Regiment, of Zouavs, resisted the 
attack for a considerable time, and then suc- 
cessfully assumed the offensive ard pursued 
the enemy, taxing 1,000 prisoners and cap- 
turing eight guns, seven of which were > 
tained by the Zouavs. Five hundred Aus- 
trians were drowned in a cannonading. 

Another fight took place in Confrenza, in 
the prevince of Zullumine, in which the ene- 
Iny were repulsed by the division under Gen. 
korey, of the first corps of the French army, 
after two hours conilict. Last night a pick- 
et of the enemy endeavored to pass the Po 
at Ceroessera, but they were repulsed by 
the inhabitants of the vicinity. 

Lhe Austrians have evacuated Veroine, in 
the provine of Robbio. 


Turin, June 3. 

A serious conflict occurred at six o’cluck 
last evening at Palestro. The enemy en- 
deavored to re-enter, but were repulsed by 
the division under Gen. Cialdia, composed 
of the Zouavs and Piedmontese cavalry.— 
The King pressed forward where the fight 
was most furious, the Zouavs vainly trying 
to restrain him. On Tuesday the Austrians 
/attacked the Sardinian Vinguard at Zesto 
/Calende, and after a fight of two hours our 
_troops pursued the enemy across the ‘Ticino.

“The Strongest Man im the) 
World’ Prostrated — Prodis=' 
ious Feats of Strength. 


Dr. George B. Winship attempted to lec- 
ture last evening at Mercantile Hall, on 
“Physical Education.”? ‘The hall was filled 
to overtiowing, attracted no doubt by the, 
fame of the lecturer in relation to his pro-| 
digious feats of strength, it having been 
claimed for him that he was the “strongest 
man in the world.”? Dr. Winship com- 
menced reading his lecture promptly at 8 
o’clock, and had proceeded but a few mo-. 
ments before his voice began to fail and 
become tremulous;.and before the audience. 
generally were aware of it he dropped di- 
rectly upon the platform. Several gentle- 
men rushed to the platform and immeuiate- 
iy bore him to the adjoining ante-room, 
where Dr. Walter Channing Jand others at- 
tended upon him. 

It was soon announced that he would go 
en with the lecture inafew moments. He 
appeared, and after apologizing to the audi- 
ence, said it was the first time he had ever 
fainted. Hethen proceeded with his lecture, 
and had read but a few pages when he again 
became overpuwered, retiring just in time to 
save himself from another swoon. By the 
advice of physicians present, he was dis- 
suaded from attempting to go on with his 
fecture, and it was announced that it would 
take place at some future time. | 

The audience on retiring were allowed to 
receive tickets or their money,.most of them 
taking the former. It is said that on being 
taken from the hall his heart had nearly 
ceased to beat. Dr. W. accounts for the un- 
fortunate affair on the ground that the 
atmosphere of the hall was close and im- 
pure. 
caused by the peculiarity of appearing be- 
fore a publi caudience for the first time. 

Dr. W. has for several years given inuch. 
attention to the subject of physical educa-_ 
tion. He is twenty-five years of age, five 
feet seven inches in height, and weighs one 
hundred and forty-three pounds.

tittle finger; can put up a dumb bell of 141 | 
pounds; exercises daily with two dumb bells. 
weighing 100 pounds each, which he can 
raise alternately above his head; can lift 
with the bands 926 pounds dead weight, 
without the aid of straps or belts of any 
xind. ‘Topham, the strongest man of Eng-) 
land, could raise only 800 pounds in the 
same way; and the celebrated Belgian gi- 
ant could lift only 800. Dr. W. was pre- 
pared to exhibit all these feats, but the un- 
expected turn which events took prevented 
it. The strong man proved to be an infant.
